January 3d says: Whatever danger 
there was some time ago that the 
treasury supply of gold would give 
out and the goverument would be 
compelled to pay out silverfor bond 
redemption, seems now to be remote 
and growing more so. The gold 
owned by the Government now 
amounts to $170,912, 513, a larger sum 
thanthe Government has owned pre- 
viously since the resumption of 
specie payments,with the exception 
of the single month of November, 
1881. The stock of gold has been 
growing continuously since July last 
in spite of the large redemption of 
bonds. The increase in the stock of 
gold for December was a trifle less 
than $7,000,000, and for the half fiscal 
year a little more than $14,000,000. At 
the same time the stock of silver dol- 
lars, which recently threatened to 
absorb everything in the Treasury, 
has been for some months steadily 
falling off, though coinage goes on 
without interruption. 


Coal Mine on Fire. 

SHAMOKIN, Pa., January 6. 
A chamber in the Peerless slope 
portion of the Henry Clay colliery, 
owned by the Philadelphia and Read- 
ing Iron Company, was discovered 
burning this morning. The fire is 
increasing rapidly, and defies all 
efforts to get it under control. Fre- 
quent explosions are occurring. Four 
men were severely burned. The 
Henry Clay is the most extensive 
mine owned by the Reading Com- 
pany. It employes 1,500 men. The 
loss cannot now be estimated.

Uujastifable Warfare. 
San FRANCISCO, January 6. 

Ata late hour last night the resi- 
dents in the vicinity of 8thand Harri- 
son streets were startied by a terrific 
explosion. The most of them had re- 
tured and being awakened from sleep, 
ran out in the street in their night 
clothing. The first impression created, ' 
was that an carthquake had shaken 
down the building. An investigation, 
bowever, disclosed that a dynamite 
catridge had been placed in a cable 
slot on the Larkin street branch of the 
Sutter Street Railroad and exploded. 
The basalt rocks on each side of the 
slot were found to be loosened, and 
the masonry badly shattered. 
The pulleys upon which the 
cable runs, were also broken, 
and the foundation of tbe tunnel 
cracked. The window panes in the 
vicinity were rattled violntly at the 
time of the explosion, and in many 
eases shattered. In a saloon two 
blocks away, a lighted lamp was 
thrown to the floor and nearly caused

BERLIN, January 6. 
The Commission on the Army bill 
discussed the second reading of the 
measure. Herr Rickert (Progressist) 
moved that the strength of the army 
in time of peace be 450,404. Herr 
Heune, a member of the Centre party, 
moved it be 468,409, as in the bill, but 
that the term of operation be thre® 
years instead of seven. Both motions 
were rejected. Herr Korller (Con- 
serva' ive) moved to restore the origi- 
nal draft of the second article to take 
effect from April Ist, the infantry to 
be composed of 534 batallions, the 
cavalry of 465 squadrons, and the fleld 
artillery of 369 batteries. The motion 
was rejected by 16 to 12. The article 
was then adopted as amended on the 
first reading. The third and fifth 
articles, repealing such provisions of 
the old military law as are at variance 
with the present bill and providing 
for the operation of the latter in Ba- 
varia and Wurtemburyz, passed with- 
out alteration. Heune proposed an 
amendment to article fourth, exempt- 
ing theological students f:om military 
service, Rejected. Finally the com- 
mittee reaffirmed the resolutions, by 
14 to 12. The report un the bill will be 
prevared on Friday. 
The debate on Heune’s motions 
disclosed the fact that the Center 1s di- 
vided, Ballestrom and Frankeustein 
opposing the clerical members. Koel- 
ler’s motion was defeated by a com- 
bination of the Centrists and the pro- 
gressists.

A QUEER COMMUNITY. 


A Body of Christians Who Have 

675,000,000 to Leave the State. 

; 

There has always been centered 
about the sect of Hurmionists a halo 
of interest, because of their pecul- 
jiarities and seclusive tendencies. 
The founder of this rich colony 
located at this romatically situated 

lacé, on the banks of the Beaver 

ver, was George Bay, who was 
born in Wurtemberg, in 1770. Be- 
lieving he had a divine call, and was 
charged with the restoration of the 
Christian religion to its original 
purity, he organized a colony on the 
model of the primitsve Church, with 
goodsand chattelsincommon. This 
soon involved him and his followers 
in trouble with the Government, and 
compelled him to transplant the 
community, in 1803, to the United 
States. hey settled first on the 
Connequenessing Creek, in Butler 
County, where they founded the 
village of Harmony, and employed 
themselves in agriculture ow g man- 
ufacture. 

By industry and thrift they ac- 
quired considerable wealth, and 
1315 they removed in a body to 
Indiana, where they purchased and 
located upon 27,000 acres of land 
along the banks of the Wabash 
River. The settlement of New Har- 
mony Was even more prosperous 
than the first had been, but the 
climate was not satisfactory, and in 
1824, after numerous councils, they 
sold out and returned to Penn- 
sylvania, locating in Beaver County, 
on the right bank of the Ohio River, 
where they purchased 3,500 acres of 
beautiful and fertile farming lands, 
and where they soon afterwards laid 
out the town of Economy. Here is 
where they are located at present, 
surrounded by peace and plenty. 

They are a strange people, not 
believing in marriage, but all livin 
together as brothers and sisters, an 
practice the strictest morality. In 
1822 the question of marriage was 
the leading one in the community, 
and about 200 members withdrew 
because they favored marriages, and 
established the town of Phillipsburg. 
But the new colony did not prosper, 
and after a few years of struggling 
they sdld out and disbanded, divid- 
ing the proceeds of their sales equal- 
ly among all the members. In the 
meantime the Harmonists were grad- 
ually becoming more and more 
wealthy, until at present they own 
a and in common, lands, stocks, 

nds, and herds, the value of which 
is estimated at $75,000,000. Besides 
owning all of Economy and a large 
part of Beaver, they own an entire 
county in Dakota, in the valley of 
the Red River of the North. 

Out of their surplus money they 
built and sauipyes the Pittsburg and 
Lake Erie Kailroad, running through 
a rich and prolific country from Pitts- 
burg to Youngstown, Ohio, and 
owned the controlling interest in it 
until the road was sold to the Van- 
derbilts. It is said that on this deal 
alone they realized 75 per cent on 
their investment, as the road turned 
out to be the bestpaying line in the 
country. It is a matter of history 
that at the time the war broke out, 


in|" 


in 1861, they converted all their 


bonds and available property into 
money and buried it, using the 
treasure afterward in paying for the 
building of the railroad. The pay- 
ments thus made put in circulation 
an immense amount of silver, many 
of the pieces dating back to 1800. 
Owing to the law prohibiting mar- 
riage, the sect has gradually di- 
minished, until at present it consists 
of only 13 men be 40 women, all of 
them well advanced in years. They 
employ over 300 servants and farm 
hands, and these, with their families, 
make quite a village. Everything is 
owned in common. The grocer, the 
baker, the butcher, and the milk- 
man go the rounds every day and 
supply the different families with 
the necessities and a few of the 
luxuries of life. Nothing can be 
purchased in the village of Economy, 
and it is probably ‘the only town in 
the world where a man cannot, 
even if he desires, spend money. 
They are extremely liberal and 
philanthropic, and are constant! 
rforming acts of benvolence. Their 
ouses, which are exactly alike, are 
of equal distance apart, and are at a 
uniform distance from the village 
street. They are painted pure white, 
and have no front doors, it being 
claimed that if they had these con- 
veniences the women folks would
